EXAMINER'S COMMENT 

3. In the amendment filed June 7, 2002 concerning the patent application serial 
number 09/695,741 , the numbering of claims is not in accordance with 37 CFR 1 .126 
which requires the original numbering of the claims to be preserved throughout the 
prosecution. When claims are canceled, the remaining claims must not be renumbered. 
When new claims are presented, they must be numbered consecutively beginning with 
the number next following the highest numbered claims previously presented (whether 
entered or not).
